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President Takes Firm Stand Regard- 
ing American Rights in 
War Zone 


Seeks Kaiser's Guarantee Against Rep- 
etition of Incidents Which Have 
Developed Crisis 


Wasiiiiigton, 
May 
12.—The 
United States government in a 
note to Germany, today formally 
demands of the imperial govern- 
ment a strict accounting for the 
loss of American lives in the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania and violation 
of American right« in the war 
zone. 


It 
also asks guarantees that 
there will be no repetition of such 
events or practices. 


With the plain intimation in it 
that the United States is prepared 
to meet any eventuality that may 
arise from a non-compliance, the 
•communication phrased in diplo- 
matic language, was prepared to 
be cabled to Berlin by night, fall. 


Written by President Wilson and ap- 
proved unanimously by the cabinet, the 
note was carefully examined by Counsel- 
or Lansing and the Jaw officers of the 
government at the state department to 
make sure that its phraseology covered 
every point of law involved. 


Course is Determined. 


The White House officially announced 
the fact that the president had 
finally 
determined the course of action to be 
pursued in a statement issued by Sec- 
retai-y Tumulty after a conferen^ with 
the president, in which he 
said 
the 
course determined 
upon by the presr- 
dent would be made public just as soon 
as it is proper to publish the note then 
in 
preparation. 


This was 
taken to 
mean 
that 
the 
American government, observing the us- 
ual diplomatic amenities, would await 
the receipt of the communication in Ber- 
lin 
before making it public. At 
lirat 
there was some suggestion the commun- 
ication be sent personally by the presi- 
dent to Emperor William but Mr. Wil- 
son determined, decided it would be best 
to send it to the German government. 
The Present 
Protest. 


As for reparation, the United States 
naturally will seek financial reparation, 
but its protest now is in the name of 
international law and humanity to ob- 
tain 
a guarantee 
t h a t 
such 
tragedies 
will not be repeated and the lives of, 
non-combatants sacrificed. 


^Vhile high officiais and cabinet offi- 
cers were reticent today to discuss its 
contents, it was agreed that the note 
voiced with intense feeling of the Uni- 
ted States over the occurrences in the 
war zone and wanted an explanation of 
them as well as a guarantee that they 
would not be repeated. 


The communication lays stress on the 
inhumanity of the attack without warn- 
ing on merchant vessels. 


Reviews Every Case. 


It reviews in a general way every 
ease in the war zone in which the rights 
of American citizens have been trans- 
greaaed—the sinking of the steamer Fal- 
aba with the loss of Leon C. Thresher, 
an American, the attack by German air- 
men on the American steamer Gushing; 
the toreedoing of the American steamer 
Gulflignt while flying the America.i flag 
»nd finally the destruction of the Lue- 
itania with the loss of more than a 
thousand non-combatants,

German outbreaks of particular sever- 
ity occurred today in the neighborhood 
of the East India docks.

enty German shops were wrecked. Ger- 
muw in the vicinity are unitina: for self- 
defense and police reinforcements are 
beinjjr rushed to the scene.

Wherever a German showed him- 
self he was attacked.

A number of German establishments 
•were raided and sacked, and their cou- 
tents scattered over the streets. 
The 
Germans themselves were forced to íío 
i into hidiníf. 
The police in some cases 
' were defied b.y the angry crowds, and 
'some officers were injured during their 
'endeavors to protect the Teutons. 
The 
furniture and fittings of German houses 
and stores were hurled through M indows 
to the streets. 
When the proprietors 
Iwere caught they were severely mauled. 
;In some cases their clothes were torn 
from their backs. 
One 
German was 
'thrown into a horse trough witli the re- 
minder that his compatriots had been 
spending their time 
drowning 
women 
and children. 
He was only saved fvom 
'a similar fate by the intervention yf 
the- police. 
There 
were 
several in-, 
st&ftces of German butchers trying to 
escape in their carts. 
Tl^^y were rac- 
injar down the streets at a mad gallop, 
i bat ift most eases they ultimately were 
run down and their vehicles smashed. 


A number of Russian Jewesses were 
flocking this morning from the east end 
'pleading for 
protection, 
saying they 
•were mistaken for Germans. 


Reports are reaching the police that 
iprivate houses belonging 
to 
wealthy 
Germans in the fa.shionable Avest end are 
liable to be burned. Troops are in read- 
iness to assist the police, if necessary. 


Large placards in the windows in all 
business houses and markets bear the 
•words: "No business transacted with 
Germans." 


The proatst of the Clerman citizens of 
Bradford against the course of ti.c 'Oer- 
xnan government in the torpedoing .of 
the Lusitania is the first united public 
denunciation 
by naturalized 
Teutons 
expressing "horror and indignation of 
the German outrages." 


Letters from individual Germans ore 
appearing in i'.he newspape«. but the 
most prominent among the German res- 
idents have not as yet made any move. 
The cabinet was in special conference 
today to review the alien situation as 
altered by recent happenings, and the 
country is eagerly expecting- drastic ac- 
tion. 


Philadelphia, May 12.—Former Pres- 
ident William H. Taft urged patience, 
calmness in the 
present 
international 
situation and called upon the citizens 
of the country to stand by President 
Wilson in an address at the Union 
League club here last night. Referring 
to the sinking of the Lusitania, Profess- 
or Taft said the "inhumanity of the 
circumstances in the case presses on us, 
but in the heat of even just indigna- 
tion is not the best time to act, when 
action involves such momentous conse- 
quences and means untold loss of life 
and treasure," 


"There are things worse than war," 
Mr. Taft declared, "but delay due to 
calm deliberation cannot change the sit- 
uation or minimize the effect of what 
we finally conclude to do. With the pres- 
ent condition of the war in Europe, our 
action, if it is to be extreme, will not 
lose efficacy by giving time to the peo- 
ple, whose war it will be, to know what 
they are facing. 


"We must bear in mind that if we 
have a war it is the people who must 
pay with lives and money the cost of it, 
and therefore, they should not be hur- 
I'icd into the sacrifice until it is clear 
that they wish it, and know what they 
are doing when they wish it. 


"The task of the "president is a heavy 
one," continued 
Taft. 
"He is act- 
ing for the whole country. 
He is anx- 
ious to find a way out of the present 
difficulty without v/ar. 


"Before party, before ourselves, we 
are for our country. That is v/hat he is 
working for.

ANNOUNCEMENT BY TUMULTY. 


Washington, May 12.—The following 
statement 
in connection 
with 
Lusitania 
was made public at the white house to- 
day by Secretary Tumulty after a con- 
ference with the president: 


"The course of the president has been 
determined. It will be announced Just as 
soon as it is proper to publish the note 
in preparation." 


President Wilson virtually completed 
today the note which the United States 
will send to Germany as a result of the 
sinking of the Lusitania. 
It asks Ger- 
many for an accounting for the series of 
violations of American rights in the war 
zone—not only financial but moral—and 
a guarantee that there will be no repe- 
tition of unlawful practices of German 
submarines. 


Late today or early tomorrow 
the 
note now approved by the cabinet, vnll 
be sent to Ambassador Gerard to be 
presented to the Berlin government. Its 
final details were being carefully revised 
today. Members of the cabinet who have 
always advocated vigorous measures in 
the foreign policy of the administration 
are satisfied with its terms. Conservative 
membérs approve it, also. 


Maintains Dignity and Honor. 


That it maintains ihe dignity and 
honor of the United States was their 
unanimous opinion. 
The president, it 
was said, realized fully the gravity of 
meaning in the note and was prepared 
for any eventualities that might arise 
from its presentation. 


The note does not say exactly what 
the course of the United States will he 
in the case of a refusal nor would the 
president's advisers indicate today be- 
yond saying that each step would be 
considered as it arose.

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The Pauper With Wealth. 


Social Center wonkers in a clean-up campaign at J[ndianapolis, 
have just unearthed cash and securities aggregating some $8,000 in 
the home of a woman 68 years old, who had lived for years as a 
pauper in a hovel in that city. 
Sanitary ofl^cers, delving into the 
mass of dirt and filth amd junk in the miserable habitation unearthed 
cash, certified checks, mortgages and insurance papers, the latter 
of value as yet undetermined. 
Subsisting on charity for years the 
.woman had hoarded and hoarded wealth far beyond any possible 
personal needs of Ii/er own, all unknown to other habitues of the 
region of squalor in whicl> she was found. 


The case, while unusual in siome of its features, is by no means 
an isolated one, and it is a phase with which charitable workers have 
long been obliged to contend. 
It is most natural for the normal 
heart to be touched by the plea of poverty and the evidence of des- 
titution or misfortune that financial assistance will relieve. The gen- 
erous public is quick to respond to the cry of distress, and usually 
there is little investigation to substantiate the claims upon sympathy^. 
It bas been established again and again that misfortune has been 
capitalized by conscienceless victims who yeaK after year steadily 
acquired not only subsistence but mulcted the public out of suras 
that amounted to small fortunes by continuing to play upon human 
sympathies long after maintenance had been provided for in ample 
fashion. They have demonstrated that the greed for gold is not pe- 
culiar to those in more fortunate circumstances, and some of them 
have left small fortunes to pass into the hands of those who suffer 
uo more qualms of conscience in inheriting it than did those who ac- 
quired it. 


In all probability, the Indianapolis woman who steadily accept- 
ed chanty and subsisted on public sympathy while she hoarded her 
nlere pittances until they mounted to thousands of dollars saw no 
•\Mrong in her action. She was merely a miser, with a miser's instinct 
so strong that all other influences were blighted by it and subserv- 
iant to it. 
Doubtless her mental processes impressed her with the 
necessity for the course she had been following for many years, and 
no amount of wealth would have been considered sufficient to relax 
lier vigil in hoarding. 


Doubtless no one person contributed to this woman's hoardings 
any considerable sum, and no single individual has been greatly 
harmed by her course. The worst result that can follow the discov- 
ery at indianapolis is the shaking of confidence and the withholding 
of assistance in other cases that may be genuinely worthy. 
The 
public should not suppress its charitable impulses by reason of cases 
of sort, but there is clearly need for the closer investigation to the 
end that not only the miser who takes charity fraudulently be cut< 
off, but that the worthy be not compelled to suffer by reason of the 
other's conscienceless greed.

German Raider Describej} 
Experiences Aboard the 
Undersea Craft 


(By Nixola Greeley-Smith.) 


New York, May li.—This is the se- 
cret Btory of life-on a German subma- 
rine, such as that which has juat sent' 
the Lusitania to her doom. Jt was told 
to me today by a man who less than 
two months ago was in the 
German 
submarine service and actually took part 
in an "early raid on the English coast 
and as a result of the hours of close 
eonfinement under the sea developed tu- 
berculosis. 


He is now in New York on his way 
to the Adirondacks, where he hopes to 
be cured and to return to the service 
of the Fatherland, t gave him my word 
that I would never reveal hili name. 


"A man on a submarine faces always 
the danger from pneumonia or tubercu- 
losis," he told me. "You see, the interior 
of a submarine aweats like a pitcher of 
ice water and after you 
have 
been 
aboard an hour you are soaked through 
and you stay that way. 


"There is never any artificial heat— 
there cannot be—so the interior of the 
submarine is always about the temper- 
ature of the outside air. If that is be- 
low zero the men in the submarine must 
live in an atmosphere which suggests 
the arctic circle. 


"Wo wear all the clothes we can and 
•ometimes put on life preaervers just 
for the extra warmth. During the raid 
in which I participated I lost twenty 
pounds that I could ill afford and my 
weakened condition brought on tubercu- 
losis. 


"During that raid I think I slept no 
nlore than three hours a day and no 
man on board got any more rest than 
I did. Physicians say that men on sub- 
marines never really sleep, that they 
merely lapse from exhaustion into 
a 
state of semi-uneonsciousness for a few 
hours. 


"Bad air, the smell of the machinery, 


the vibration and the awful strain as 
well as frequent attacks of the worst 
sickness in the world—submarine sea- 
sickness—make natural sleep Impossible. 
The movement of the 
submarine 
in 
Btorms is frightful and in a storm we 
have to seal everything rip tight and 
the air is enough to kill you. 


"There are no beds on a submarine; 
you simply stretch out on deck. 
The 
erew of which I was one lived in a space 
less than fifty feet long and about ten 
feet wide and there were twenty-two 
men on board and three officers. 


"There's can't be 
any 
cooking 
on 
board a submarine so you see we have 
to live mainly on biscuits and canned 
meat. 
We have to be very economical 
with water when we are down below, 
with trillions of 
gallons 
of 
it 
all 
aboiit us. 


"During the last two weeks of 
my 
service I washed niy fac« only once. The 
supply of water had run low, being in 
the enemy's waters, we could not take 
on any more and we were hard put even 
for water to drink. 


"The worst thing to me was that I 
couldn't smoke. 
You can get a lot of 
courage from a pipe, but if I had dared 
strike a match I would have been shot 
by my officer. 
Tuberculosis 
will get 
more submarine men than the English 
will! 
Take my case for instance, 
escapeil from an English dreadnaught, 
but got my death sentence from an in- 
visible germ."

eOVERNMEIIT Will 
SHVEM WÜSTE 


Adopts Plan Whereby Lum- 
bermen and Manufactur- 
ers Will Profit. 


Washington, 
May 
T }.~The 
latest 
business-aid 
service instituted by the 
government is a wood-waste exchange. 
It enables lumbermen and manufactur- 
ers in the various wood-using industries 
to utilize each other's waste to mutual 
a(^vantage, aiming to effect a large sav- 
ing in forest material as well as in 
money. 


The wood-waste 
exchange is 
being 
conducted by the forest service of the 
department of agriculture. More than 
forty manufacturers of wooden articles 
already have asked to be listed as hav- 
ing certain kinds of waste wood for 
sale, or as desiring to obtain their raw 
material in the rough or semi-finished 
form from mill or factory waste. 


Twice a month the exchange sends out 
a circular called "Opportunitijis to Buy 
Waste," containing the names of and 
addresses of factories having waste wood 
for sale, with cxact information as to 
species, sizes, forms and quantities. Sim- 
ilarly, another circular headed, "Oppor- 
tunities to Sell Waste," gives the spe- 
cific requirements of wood-using plants 
which desire to buy waste material. 


One 
of 
the 
first 
waste problems 
solved has been that of a furniture mak- 
er in Michigan who Wrote to the forest 
service asking how to dispose of sugar 
maple blocks and sticks which were cut 
off in the process of furniture making 
and which he had to sell merely as a 
fuel. 
Samples wero obtained from him 
and the forest service then located a 
scrubbing-brush manufacturer who used 
small maple blocks for brush backs. The 
result was that the furniture 
maker 
was enabled to sell hts waste at a much 
higher price than it had brought as fire- 
wood, while the brush maker Avas en- 
abled to buy brush-back 
material 
in 
suitable sizes a t a much lower 
figure 
than it had been costing him to buy ma- 
ple lumber and cut it up. 


Firms which have been put into touch 
with each other through the exchange 
are e.xpected to notify the forest serv- 
ice when their requirements have been 
met; then their names 
are 
removed 
from the lists. In this way several con- 
cerns which took early advantage of the 
plan have dropped off the lists; but as 
more and more manufactiu-ers learn of 
the wood-waste exchange the lists are 
steadily growing.

The man who 
plays on the football and baseball teams, 
for Instance, is automatically 
debarred 
from wrestling. 


There is a steadily increasing belief not 
only at Princeton but other places that 
provided a student maintains a satlsfac- 
toiy standing in the work of the curri- 
culum, his athletic activities should not 
be artificially 
restrained. 
Furthermore, 
the contingent which advocates the ap- 
plication of this principle is not made up 
cf the reactionaries who think that win- 
ning teams should be developed at any 
cost, but of progressives who bellev© In 
barring the undergraduate who can't keep 
a decent rank in scholarship.

Sir Alfred Hopkin- 
son, H. A. li. Fisher, vice-chancellor of 
the I'niversity of Sheffield: Harold Cox 
and Kenelm E. Diphy. 
Tiie committee 
was appointed by f'remier A.squith on 
.January 22. lai^t. and was given broad 
instructions to investigate "alleged out- 
rages. the maltreatment of civilians, and 
breaches of law and established usages 
of war." 


The most important findings of the 
committee are summed up in the follow- 
ing conclusion at the clo.=;e of the report; 


"It will be seen that the committee 
has come to a definite conclusion upon 
each of the heads under wliich the evi- 
dence has been classified: 


"Tt is prove<l: 
"First: 
That there 
were 
in 
manj' 
parts of Belgium deliberate and system- 
atically organized massacres of the civil 
population, accomiianied by many iso- 
lated murders and other outrages. 


"Second: 
That in flie conduct of the 
war generally 
innocent 
civilians, both 
men and women, Avere murdered in large 
numbers, women violated, anil children 
murdcrr-d. 


•"Third: 
That looting, house burning, 
and tile wanton destruction of property 
were ordered and countenanced by the 
olluers of the (ierman army, that elab- 
orate provision had been made for sys- 
tematic inceiidiaiism at the very out- 
break of the war. and that the burning 
and destruction were frequent where no 
military necessity could be alleged, be- 
ing indeed part of a system of general 
terroriAation. 


"Fourth: 
That the rules and usages 
of war were frequently broken, ¡larticu- 
larl^- by the using of civilians, including 
wom-^n anri children, as a shield for ad- 
vancing forces exposed to fire, to a less 
degree by killing the wounded and pris- 
oners. and in the frequent abuse of the 
Bed Cross and the white flag."

icy.

preposterous 
tliat thp i)rice of coal should go up be- 
cause of the miners' patriotism and that 
the munition factories should be imped- 
ed because of the number of expert en- 
gineers who have joined the colors, while 
there are tens of thousands of idle and 
useless young men of all classes too stu- 
pid and too indifferent to do their duty."

statement in connection with Lusitania 
•was made public at the white house to- 
flay by Secretary Tumulty after a con- 
ference with the president: 


"The course qf the president has be«n 


determined. It will be announced just as 
soon as it is proper to publish the note 
in preparation." 


President 'Wilson virtually completed 


today the note which the United States 
will send to Germany as a result of the 
sinking of the Lusitania. It asks Ger- 
many for an accounting for the scries of 
violations of American rights in the war 
zone—not only financial but moral—and 
a guarantee that there will be no repe- 
tition of unlawful practices of German 
submarines.

The Pauper With Wealth. 


1 
Social Center workers in a clean-up campaign at Indianapolis 


have just unearthed cash and securities aggregating some $8,000 i'. 
the home of a woman 68 years old, Avho had lived for years as i 
pauper in a hovel in that city. Sanitary officers, delving into th 
mass of dirt and filth and junk in the miserable habitation unearthei 
cash, certified checks, mortgages and insurance papers, tho latte 
of value as yet undetermined. Subsisting on charity for years th 
woman had hoarded and hoarded wealth far beyond any possibl 
personal needs of her own, all unknown to other habitues of the 
region of squalor in which she w.as found. 


The case, while unusual in some of its features, is by no means 


an isolated, one, and it is a phase with which charitable workers have 
long been obliged to contend. If is most natural for the normal 
heart to be touched by the plea of poverty and the evidence of des- 


-' 'titution or misfortune that financial assistance will relieve. The gen- 
...erous public is quick to respond to the cry of distress, and usually 
there is-little investigation to substantiate the claims upon sympathy/. 
. It has been established again and again that misfortune has been 


capitalized by conscienceless victims who year after year steadily 
Acquired not only subsistence but mulcted the public out of sums 
"that amounted to small fortunes by continuing to play upon human 


sympathies long after maintenance had been provided for in ample 


: .fashion. They have demonstrated that the greed -for gold is not pe- 


culiar to those in more fortunate circumstances, and some of them 


• have left small fortunes to pass into the hands of those who suffer 


uo more qualms of conscience in inheriting it than did those who ac- 
quired it. 


In all probability, the Indianapolis woman who steadily accept- 


ed charity and subsisted on public sympathy while she hoarded hei 
mere pittances until they mounted to thousands of dollars saw no 
' wrong in' her action. She was merely a miser, with a miser's instinct 
so strong that all other influences were blighted by it and subserv 
'iant to it. Doubtless her mental processes impressed her with the 
necessity for the course she had been following for many years, and 
no. amount of wealth would have been considered sufficient to relax 
her vigil in hoarding. 
» 


.Doubtless no one person contributed to this woman's hoardings 


. any considerable sum, and no single individual has been greatly 


_ harmed by her course. The worst result that can follow the discov- 
, cry at Indianapolis is the shaking of confidence and the withholding 


of assistance in other cases that may be genuinely worthy. 
The 


'. public should not suppress its charitable impulses by reason of cases 


of sort, but there is clearly need for the closer investigation to tho 
.end that not only the miser who takes charity fraudulently be cud 
;off, but that the worthy be not compelled to suffer by reason of the 
other's conscienceless greed.

German Raider Describes 


Experiences Aboard the 


Undersea Craft, 


(By NLxola Greeley-Sraith.) 


New York, May li.—This is the' se- 


cret story of life on a German subma- 
rine, such as that which has just sentl 
the Lusitania to her doom. It was told 
to me today by a man who less than 
two months' ago was in the 
German 


submarine service and actually took part 
in nn early raid on tho English coast 
and as a result of the hours of close 
confinement under the. sea developed tu- 
berculosis. 


He is now in New York on his way 


to the Adirondacks, where he hopes to 
be cured nnd to return to the service 
of the Fatherland. I gave him my word 
that I would never reveal his name. 


"A man on a submarine faces always 


ihe danger from pneumonia or tubercu- 
losis," he told me. "You see, the interior 
of a submarine, sweats like a pitcher of 
ice water and after you 
have 
been 


aboard an hour you are soaked through 
and you stay that way. 


"There is never any artificial heat— 


there cannot be—so the interior of the 
submarine is always about the temper- 
ature of the outside air. If that is be- 
low zero the men in the submarine must 
live in an atmosphere which suggests 
the arctic circle. 


"We weer all the clothes we can and 


sometimes put on life preservers just 
for the extra, warmth. During the raid 
in which I participated I lost twenty 
pounds that I could ill afford and ray 
weakened condition brought on tubercu- 
losis. 


"During that raid I think I slept no 


more than three hours a dor and no 
man on board got any more rest than 
I did. Physicians say that men on (lib- 
marines never really sleep, that they 
merely lapse from exhaustion into ' a 
state of semi-unconsciousness for a. few 
hours. 


"Bad air, the smell of the machinery, 


the vibration nnd the awful strain as 
veil as frequent attacks of the worst 
sickness in the world—submarine sea- 
sickness—make natural sleep impossible. 
The movement of the 
submarine 
in 


storms is frightful and in a. storm "we 
have to seal everything up tight and 
the air is enough to kill you. 


"There are no beds on a submarine; 


you simply stretch out on deck. The 
crew of which I was one lived in a, space j 
ICBB. than fifty feet long and about.ten 
feet wide a.nd them were twenty-two 
men on board and three officers. 


"There's can't be. any

board a submarine so you see we iiave 
to live mainly on biscuits and canned 
meat. We have to be very economical 
with water when we. arc down below, 
with trillions of gallons

material in the rough or semi-flnishei 
orm from mill or factory waste. 


Twice a month the exchange sends on 
.circular called "Opportunities to Bu> 


Waste," containing the names of an 
.ddresscs of factories baring w-aste woo 
or sale, with exact information as i 
pecies, sizes, forms and quantities. Sim 
larly, another 'circular headed, "Oppor 
-unities to Sell Waste," gives the spe 
ific requirements of wood-using plant 
vliich desire to buy waste material. 


One of 
the lirst waste problem 


iolved has been that of a furniture mak 
or in Michigan who wrote to the foros 
.crvice asking how to dispose of suga 
maple blocks and sticks which were cu 
off in the process of furniture makin 
and which he had to sell merely as 
nel. Samples were obtained from him 
and the forest service' then located 
scrubbing-brush -manufacturer who use 
.mall niiiple blocks for brush backs. Th 
result was that tiie furniture mak 
was enabled to sell his waste at a imic 
lighcr price than it had brought as fir 
wood, while the brush maker was ci 
abled to buy brush-back 
material 


suitable sizes at a much lower figure 
than it had been costing him to buy ina- 
:>le lumber and cut it up. 


Finns which han-e been put into touch 


with each other through the exchange 
are expected to notify the forest serv- 
ice when their requirements have been 
met; then their names 
are removed 


from the lists. In this way several con- 
cerns which took early advantage of the 
plan have dropped off the lists; but as 
more and more manufacturers learn of 
the wood-waste exchange the lists are 
steadily growing.
